James Liver, it passed entirely throogh 
Green and Webster counties, striking the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Railroad at North- 
view, & small town six miles west of Marshfield, 
following the road for four miles and leaving the 
road at a curve, struck it again two miles fur- 
ther east, and nearth: town of Marshfield it 
passed over the town and struck the road 
again tena miles further east, at which 
poivt it greatly diminished in  foree 
vut was still of sufficient violence to turn over 
trees, wreck telegraph lines and seriously 
Camage any property in its path. At 8 
o’clock p.m it again struck the road 110 miles 
east of Springfield near Frank’s Station on the 
blowing dowa the section 
foreman’s§house and severely bruising his 
child.

THE TORNADO 
can not be traced, butinits pathis a terrible 
series of wrecked houses and property of alk 
descriptions. At Springtieid at 12 o'’eloek 
the physicians were all called to 
go to the suffering people south of that place, 
the messenger reporting a violent tornado and 
twenty known to be killed and many wounded, 
On the return of parties trom there at daylight 
there were Said to be fifty persons dead and 
many wounded. 
THE STORM STRIKES MARSHFIELD. 

“At 2 o’clock a train sent out from Springfield 
forepuir the telegraph line returned to tnat 
place withacall from Marshfield for help, 
physicians, medicine and nurses being 
wunted to take care of the wounded people. 
The report at that time was that not less than 
one hundreét persons were killed and two 
hundred wounded. This call was prompt- 
ly delivered to prominent citizens 
of the place, and at five o’clockin the morn- 
ing aspecial train with a car tull of physicians 
und nurses lett Springfleld for the scene of 
the disaster. 

THEY REACHED MARSHFIELD 
at3 a.im., having a large sup»ly of medicines 
und other necessary artic!es for treating the 
wounded. More recent reports say there are 
forty persons killed and two hundred 
injured. The town presents a terrible ap- 
pearance, there being not more than twelve 
ovnriteen houses ia the town that are not dam- 
totally destroyed. The Court-house 
inany other buildings took fire, 
and the horror of a conflagration 
was added tothealrealy disastrous effects of 
the tornado. One case of a house being visited 
in search of victims rezulted in the finding of 
twochildren kiled outright, and one other 
lying with its leg unler the iallen timbers and 
shattered so as to require amputation, 
The elder members of this family were no- 
w here to be found, In anotber 
Case a WOMAN Was lost and notrace could be 
foundof heratall. These are only two ofa

The telegraph wires being down on either side 
of the il)-fated town,and only partially repair- 
edthis morning, information received was 
very weager, Out served to confirm the stories 
told by the passengers on the train which ar- 
rived over the St. Louls and San Francisco 
road this morning.

It seems thet she had told this story to the 
vererable Dr. Chase many years ago.  Nat- 
uraliy it excited much attention and gave ris;

came to be believed as history. Reasons 
were sougbtto justify her story, and the one 
most accepted wus that she had been an ob- 
stacie in the wav of some one and that her ab- 
cuction was the successful means decided up- 
onto make away with her.

As increasing 
years contin@ed to attract interest to her story 
itwas decided, when she wasnearly eighty 
ycars old, to investigate her life. She had 
never married. Simple inher habits and de- 
votional by nature, she had readily promised 
whatsoever property it might be found she 
was heirtoshould be given to the Baptist 
Church, of which she was a devout member. 
A missionary of the English Baptist Church, 
living in Calcutta, Was communicated with. 
He made a search, but without avail. Theoa 
sea captain sailing between this port and Cal- 
cutta Was deputedto make inquiries. He 
weut to Chandernagore and found that sueaa 
echool, partly French and partly English, ex- 
isted in thattown up tothetimethe Frenea 
Jost the possession in 1795. Butthe reeords 
of the school had disappeared, and all search 
forthem wasin vain. In Calcutta, in some 
old commercial correspondence, he found that 
in 1785, and for several years before that, jew- 
elry had been received from London con- 
signed to Henri and Henry Potier.

Scenes of Distress in the Starving Dis- 
tricts of Ireland.

We halted a mile anda half from Westport, 
at the hamlet called Croy, inthe township of 
Drimvornigh. ‘There are eight or nine cabins 
in it—not contiguous, but all built near the 
roud and not far from each other. They do 
not face the road, but are built *tend-to,’’ as 
the sailors s@v. The first cabin lay below the 
level of the road. J think I have used the 
phrase ‘‘iong, low cottage’’ before; but 
perbaps the words did not correctly convey 
wy meaning. So 1 shall be more explicit. 
The thatch of this house reached only to my 
shoulder—about four feet six inches, say. 
not more—from the end of the hovel 
hear the street to the door. ‘he door 
was not feur feet high. ‘this was the 
only door to the house. Of course, you 
must stoop to get through it. The dark and 
sinoke-stained room that vou thus enter is 
abouttbirteen feet by eleven feet. ‘Lhe eud 
of the rcom tothe left of the door is a stable 
with a cowin it; the fleor is ofslippery mud; 
a wooden cradle rudely made is near the tire; 
there is an infant 1n it—covered with rags and 
an old great cout. Four rude wooden chairs 
endacoupie of home-made stools, a wooden 
dresser cpposite the door witha few plates 
end dishes init, and aniron pot on the floor 
complete the scanty furniture ofthe dwelling. 
Theieis no window except oze two feet by 
one: ibe room is dark; ail the Irish eabins are 
Cars. in all weather the door is kept open to 
air. Near the fireplace 
there is the usual niche in the wail calied the 
coliigh; it holds a bed, and *‘tne men of the 
house occupy it.’ *-Itis the most comfort- 
able.’ A small pite2 dark inner room,nothing 
it buttwo rough beds with straw on them 
tolie on, and a few old potato bags to cover 
the ebildren! There wasa peat tire in this 
cabin, and this hovel was one ofthe best in the 
hamlet!

ARROWROOT. 


How It Grows and the Preparations 
Made From It. 
[Letter to the San Jose (Cal.) Mercury. { 

The undeveloped resources of the island are 
wonderful. The cocoanut paim requires only 
to be planted, when it becomes in a few years 
very prolitable. Indigo is indigenous and 
grows everywhere. ‘The manioc, from which 
starch or arrowroot, farina and tapioca are 
mude, yields enormously, andthe Hawarian 
arrowroot, one of the most valuable natural 
products, grows all over the group. At some 
future day these will be developed with protit 
tothose who turn their attention to them. 
The manioc is a low spreading bush 
having a smooth red stalk, with 
short rominent joints along the 
stems and growing atuftof small palma.ed 
leaves at the top. The roots, after running a 
foot ortwo in the coarse, voicanic soil, enlarge 
by intersticial deposit and attain two or four 
inches in diameter, by two or three feet in 
length, so thatone plant may produce fifty 
or sixty pounds of tubers, which, being care- 
fully dug up without breaking the smaller 
roots, are reproduced in another year without 
the necessity of replanting. The plants re- 
quire no cultivation. The tuber is prepared 
for food by grating the entire root; the pulp is 
then subjected to strong pressure under a lever 
or by wringing in a canvas bag until the milky 
juice is expelled; then moulded into cakes and 
baked like gems. oron ashovel, by the natives 
until just a little brown, in which condition 
the most careful imvyestigation can detect no 
diiference from the taste and genera! appear- 
ance of well prepared dry toast of wheaten 
bread. IL ate of it and examined it as care- 
fully as possible and saw no difference. This 
bread, or cassava cakes, constitutes a large 
part of the living of the Portuguese in the 
Azores, and of the inhabitants of Central and 
South America, and is every way superior to 
the taro and its products as an article of food. 
Strange as it may appear, the expressed juice 
of the grated manioc is, by inspissation and 
some not well understood manipulation, used 
asan arrow poison by the natives of Cen- 
tral and South America.

Greersburg. As it was undersiood that An- 
thony Comstock Was pushing the prosccution, 
great interest Was. taxen inthe case.

EXPORTING BEEF. 


remarkable Growth of Business Since 
1875. 
li'rom the Boston Herald. ] 

There is@§it least, no present evidence that 
Australian competition will interfere with the 
srowth ot the export trade in fresh m<ats 
from this country to Europe. The business 
has proved to be so successiul that capital is 
embarking in it quite largely, and much at- 
tention ts given to improving and cheapeniag 
fhe means Of transportation. In1875 the total 
cxpotits of fresh beef from this coustry were 
ODIV 4,000,000 pounds; in Isv) they amounted 
to 64,000,000 pounds. There has been a pro- 
portionate increase in the shipment of live 
vottle, they baving growa itvom $1,503 head in 


Is.6, to 106,720 in IST), For the first taree 
months of LSS0 there were ship- 
ped 11,959 head of cattle,  val- 
ued at $1,125,459, and 5,236 head 


cf sheep, worth $53,425. Infresh meat there 
were shipped 16,557.58 pounds of beef, worih 
$1,457,709, and 452,468 pounds of mutton, 
Wolth $04,260. lt was very genscrally ex- 
pected by persons in the trade’that there wil! 
be a jarge increase 1n this business during the 
present year, owing tothe revival of trace and 
industry in Great britain. From now — until 
late in August, when grass-fed stock comes 
into that inarket, but few British cattie will 
be ready fcr the butehers, aud, inthis inter- 
val, American shippers look for their harvest. 
The shipments will be largely of live eattle, 
Which cin be transported more cheaply than 
killed meat, and, on the whole, at a less risk. 
Only prime cattie, the very pick of our mar- 
ket, 2reshipped. The cosi of shipment from 
Baltimore, New York and Boston to Luiver- 
pool is about $4) per heed, the selling price 
at the port of delivery averaging $150 
per herd. The cost of shipping dressed meat 


is about 2 cents a pound. At these 
rates American beef can be supe 
plied about 2 cents a pound cheaper 


than the British stock raiser can afford to sup- 
ply it. There used to be a prejudice in the 
British markets, fostered by tbe local butch- 
ers, against American beef, as if it were in- 
ferior to that raised in Fngland. But this 
prejudice has yielded to the superior attrac- 
tions of cheapness, and now American beef is 
sold on all stalls in England 2° if it Were prime 
roast beef of old England. Few butchers kept 
American beef on their stalls—under that 
name—until very recently, wh-.a their custo- 
mers discovered the trick, end now demand 
American beef in preference tothe home-bred 
article, especiaily since they can get it cheap- 
er. If this shipping business of American 
live and dressed meats should noi be over- 
done, it will continue to grow in proportions 
and profitableness. especiaily as the quality of 
our cheap-raised western stock is being now 
greatly improved by the introduction of bet- 
ter breeds. The only competition which is at 
all formidable to our shippers is from South 
America, and that cannot be made effective 
for many years, and not before the breeds oi 
cattle on the pampas have been entirely 
changed. 


Reviving Literature: 
[From the New ‘ork Times. | 


The republication of “Richard Edney,’’ a 
romance first issued thirtv years ago, is prob- 
ably due in part to the present disposition to- 
ward a revival of the old. The phrase me~ 
sound strange to European ears; but even 
thirty years since seems a remote past in a 
country where each lustrum brings surprising 
changes, and where everybody lives on the 
high-pressure principle. <A proof of this is 
that Svivester Judd, author of the work, is 
scarcely known to this generation, although 
he died but twenty-seven years azo. A native 
of Westhampton, Mass., and » graduate of 
Yale, be afterward became a Unitarian cler- 
gyman, and was ordained in his twenty-eighth 
year at Augusta, Me., where he died 
thirteen years Jater. The work on which his 
literary reputation mainly rests is *‘Mar- 
garet, a Tale of the Real and Ideal,” full of 
pictorial description, and pronounced by 
some critics the most striking and distinctive 
of American novels. Its outline illustrations 
by Darley added much to its attractiveness, 
although many highly-cultured people stil! 
set great value upon it, and speak of it as a 
sort of classic. But the averave novel-reader 
could scarcely get through it, should he have 
the courage to make the attempt. Judd also 
wrote *Philo,’’ a didactic blank verse poem, 
as well as a dramatic poem, ‘‘The White 
Hills,’’ suggested by an Indian tradition, and 
yet, we believe, remaining in manuscript. 
Sylvester Judd was a man of fine talents, if 
not of genius, and his life, though unevent- 
ful, was full of inteliectual and spiritual in- 
terest, as they who have read his biography, 

repared by Mrs. Arethusa Hall, may remem-

It is satisfactory to hear that the Comus, 
the first of the so called **CU”’ class of unarmor- 
ed corvettes commissioned for service on a 
foreign station, has proved herself, during 
ber passege to toc Cape, touching at Ascension 
and ‘Tvistan d’Acunhba, to be an excellent 
sajier. In these vessels, of which six—namely, 
the Comusr, Constance, Champion, Carysfort, 
Conquest, and Curacoa—have been already 
completed, While two more, the Canada and 
Cordelia, are pow being built, facilities for 
keeping the sea for long periods have not been 
sucrificed for the sake of high speed; but at 
the seme time they are provided with suffi- 
cintly-powerful engines to drive them ata 
very fair speed through tbe water. Their 
engines work up to 2,0 indicated horse- 
powcr, While the engines of such old corvettes 
as tbe Challenger, which has almost exactly 
the same displacement as the Comus, can 
only develop 1,261 horse-power. Of moderate 
size—their displncement is 2,385 tons—armed 
with two 7-inch guns, which throw a projec- 
tile with a velocity sufficient to penetrate 
eizbt inches of armor, of great structural 
strenctb, with an armored deck three feet be- 
low the water-line, and fitted with aram and 
arrangements for discharging Whitehead tor- 
pedoes below the surface of the water, it was 
universally admitted that the new vessels 
would be as exeeedingly serviceable class of 
ships for service on foreign stations, provided 
they proved to be good sailers. That this i:

Tne oppressive atmoaphere which prevailed 
yesterday resulted in a severe wiad and rain 
storm during the afternoon and evening, 
which proved very destructive to property 
situated in this city. The ftirst storm oc- 
curred at 5 o’chock and was notable for its 
severity and electric discharges. The light- 
ning struck several buildings, but fortunately 
did not resultin loss of life. After afew 
hours’ eessation the storm broke vut again at 
11 o’clock last night with increased severity, 
accompanied by a heavy wind. 

The damage to bu Idings, fences and signs 
from the wind will aggregate a consideraie 
amount, which is augmented by the lusses 
preduced by lightning. 

THE SIEGE OF PARIS.

BRAYTON, THE BALLOONIST. 


He Arrives in Town and Relates the 
Experiences of His Trip. 

Prof. Neil Brayton, the aeronaut, returaed 
this morning on the 6 o’clock train from Car- 
linville. It wasa few minutes past 4 o’clock 
last evening that the daring batioonist, simply 
attired in tights and a close-fitting shirt, and 
seated in a couple of ringa, the same as used 
by all aerial athletes, left terra firma. The 
clouds. were lowering, and the outlook 
generally was unfavorable. The balloon 
‘‘Amazon”’ was nosooner released from its 
moorings than itshot right ap through the 
clouds with its adventurous voyageur, The 
following is Mr. Brayton’s account of his 
perilous mid-aerial flight: 

_“*T) was ten minutes to five o'clock,” said 
Neil Brayton tothe Post-Dispatca reporter 
this morning,“*when I ianded,so that I was up 
in the air about an bour. I landed three 
wiles the other side of Carlinville, In Macou- 
pin county, in the woods. The course the 
balloon took after leaving the earth owas al~ 
mostinthe ferm of a U. slot right up 
thiough the first layer of clouds,which drench- 


ed me to the skin. lt was 
tbe precuroor of the storm. Pasa 
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j ough 
= 9 terribly cold region and suffered in= 
tensely from the cold. The ice on the balloon 
was a quarter of an inch thick, so that you can 
jmagine the temperature. I made a distance 
of ope hundred miles in less than aa bour, 
which is the fastest record of 
any balloon’ trip ever made. Near 
Carlinville I tested the wind with a piece of 
tissue paper and thought the opportunity 
favorable to descend. I pulled the valve and 
descended, when a gust of wind came up and 
struck the balloon, carrying It over a wood. 
The balloon struck the top ofatall sycamore 
tree, nearly seventy feet nigh, and Wa: torn to. 
pieces. I held on to a branch, 
snd, unfastening the trailing rope,made it fast. 
to a limb, and so lowered myself to the 
ground. I was rather bruised and torn, but 
nothing much to speak of. 1 Was soou sur 
rounded by alot of country people, who, 3s 


soon a$ they saw me descending,had procured 
horses and rode out after the 
balloon. I stayed at the Carlinville 


hotel all night and returned this morning. l 
only had my tights and shirton and had no

Itis, sir, ] conecive, eminently titting 
and proper to revive the reeoiicetion of tile 
great m:otbat have gonebefore us into the 
abysm of the unknown, and to pegpetuate in 
some visible manner their fame. I-is true 
thatmen’s acts and the emanations of their 
intellects speak louder aod longer tban monu- 
menis Of marble or bronze, but the charac. 
ter of the huxsean mind such that fer the 
most part the spiritual, the immaterial, are 
only suecested through the visible and tbe

A statue, the counterfeit presentment of 
what Was once living, Dreathing manaood, ir 
resis ibiy callsto the mindof the observer the 
eharacter and quatities of the original It pers 
sonates. He whois acquainted with the hise 
tory of him commemorated will pause for res 
flection and admiration; he who is ignorant 
of that career willfind In an exe ited CHTrlOSsiLY 
in incentive tothe acquisition of knowledee, 
itis in order that the good men do mey not 
be interred wiih their share With 
thei the corruption of ihe erave, that we see 
I] times and the custom of 
: cnta! honors to departed virtue and 
myeatness. Animated by these considerations. 
he friends of Francis P. Blair, dr., have 
formed an association for the purpose of con- 
structing a statue Which sha.l outlast bis sur- 
yivirg oriends and transmit. to posterity the 
seuiblance of his features and the memory of 
nis Geeds. In their name lask of this House 
ihat on the part of the American people, 
whom General Biair served iong and so 
faithfully, it do now pass this bill. Which asks 
for the donation of sorme condemned cannon 
io be used in the erection .of the proposed 
memorial. 

It isnot my purpose to dwell at leneth upon 
the incicents inthe life of Gen. Biair. but 
there are some salient features of his career 
Which to omit were to givé but a menger 
conception of his true churaeter. Of Demo- 
cratic ancestry; his father was Jackson’s 
trusted friend and champion; vet we find 
humin Sova Republican, of a stave-holdiag 
family; we seehimat the very commence- 

ent of his poiitical course identified with the 
free-soil party. During the war, still 
a Kepublican, he battled bravely for 
Union; but, victory achieved, we see 
ugain intue van of the Pemoactatic pariv. 

Notwithstanding these seeming fluctuations 
of opinion, it will not be aithculé to show that 
his political conduet t~es tie whole con- 
sistcntand based upon tixed and stable prine 
Ciples. Returning from the war with Mexico, 
young Diair entered at once upon the most 
stormy e: our poli history. ‘To one 
Who is acquainted with that period only 
through traditionand the literature of the 
day, ti scems indeed strange that men’s ininds 
should have aciftated, tveir passions 
aroused, a inimosities engen- 
dered by ns of almost 
metaphysics parently of little 
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It is that there he easily diseovered 
juite sullicient causes forthe widest diverg- 
ence of opinion while the most Important in- 
lcrests were involved; but where tuere Was 
unity in s6 many points, difference in so few, 
and these few of such upparent insicnificanee, 
it becomes dithenit to conceive bow the tangled 
skein of polities should have become so inex- 
trieably kn«etted as to retuse to vieid to any 
power save the sword. Leaving out the 
abolitionists from is4S to 1&ob, few in numbers, 
however earnest and zealous, the rest of the 
country through beth its great parties had 
repeatedly ceclared that the General Govern- 
ment had no right of interference with slavery 
in the States. 

It was conceded on all hands that slavery 
was legally established in ‘Texas, legally pro- 
Hibited in California, while nature had placed 
its irrefracible bar againstany extension of 
ihe system to New Mexico and the Territories 
north of the Missouri compromise line. So 
that Kansas alone was left debatable ground 
retween those two parties, one of which 
clamped that the Constitution carried slavery 
ito the Territories, while the other asserted 
that Congress had, power to exclude it from 
the Territories. The question taen became 
Tractically, Shall the extension of slavery io 
hansas be permitted?’ And out of the general 
principle of constitutional construction In-, 
volved in the settlement ef this question grew 
the civil war, the loss of thousands and tens 
of thousands of lives, the desolation of count- 
‘oss homes, the expenditure of untold treas- 
uweandanaftercrop of hatred and enmity 
Which seems not vet to have been reaped and 
carnered. It is difficult, sir, Il repeat, for one 
Who is astrangerto those stormy times to 
conceive how such dreadful consequences 
should ensue upon an occasion apparently so 
trifling. 

But the philosophical writer who looks be- 
neath the surface and jinds there the seeret 
springs which move. men's minds will discov- 
er some other more adequate, more dignitied 
cause forsuch momentous events than the 
mere economical question whether or nota 
few hundreds or even thousands of slaves 
should be transferred to the prairies of Kan- 
sas. Hie who cannot do so would see in I[amp- 
den’s refusalto pay the ship-money no higher 
motive than avarice; inthe mock Indiaus who 
lung the tea into Boston Ilarbor no more ex- 
alted impulse than a riotous ora frolicsome 
sparit. No,sir; the question of slavery wa3 but 
the immediate cause of the storm in which it 
Was swept away forever. It was but the spark 
applied toa pile already prepared for burning. 
The eflicient cause, the real foundation of all 
the differences, must be sought at a period an- 
terior to the time whenthe slavery agitation 
irst commenced. 

There were from the foundation of the Gov- 
ernment two great parties, which still exist, 
and which seem to be essential to the main- 
tenance of the harmony of our somewhat 
complieated political system. The tendency 
of the one is to exalt the power of the Execu- 
tive and of Congress; of the other, to bring 
ito greater prominence the influence of the 
State governments—centralization on the one 
uand, State rights on the other. The logical 
result of the one theory is despotism; of the 
other, disunion and ultimate anarchy. The 

ontlict between these two antagonistic theo- 

ries had been constantly increasing in inten- 
‘ily and virulence. It threatened the exist- 
ence of the Union as early as Washington’s 
idministration. It almost. brought on civil 
‘trife in the prolonged contest which ended in 
lefferson’s election’ by the House of Repre- 
‘chitatives. It was considered by our wisest 
-tatesmen an ever-present source of danger to 
the peace of the country. The prophetic eve 
of De Tocqueville saw germinating there the 
“cds which brougbt forth later such a bloody 
aurvest. 

“o long as the struggle was but one of theory 
the danger might bave been avertad, but when 
the practical. application of these civerse 
brinciples was invoked-for the settlement ofa 

«tion so vitally interesting as that of 

very, reason and argument lost their pow- 
(r,and the only resource was an appeal to 
or the peaceable dissolution of the 
‘tion. The repeal of the Missouri comprom- 
«in IS\4 precipitated the issue. This repeal 
‘roused intense opposition inthe bosom of the 
De moeratie party; by many it was considered 
‘s the first step toward the dissolution of the 
‘nion and the formation of a slave confeder- 
if £ 

It will thus be seen that it will not do to 
“ubordinate the part which slavery pviayed in 
(bis vreat drama. In their hatred and abhor- 
‘eheeof asystem which they considered at 
‘ice a violation of divine law and human 

Tichts, many believed themselves forced to 
“lliate with a political party with which they 
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had little else in common. On the other hand, 
those were not few who, with an equa! detes- 
{ation of slavery, cast their fortunes with its 
adherents in defense of what they believed a 
great constitutional question. 

Frank Blair was a Democrat who looked on 
Slavery asasocial, moral, and economical 
evil, injurious alike to the master and bond- 
man. Furthermore, the repeal of the Mis- 
souri compromise, to his mind, was a blow to 
the Union. He sawinthis act al the evils 
foreshadowea in the message of President 
Polk approving the Oregon bill, where he 
Says: 

‘Ought we now to disturb the Missouri and 
Texas compromises? Ought we at this late 
day, inattempting to annul what has been’so 
long established and acquiesced in, to excite 
sectional divisions and jealousies, to alienate 
the people of different portions of the Union 
iromeach other, and to endanger the exist- 
ence of the Union itself?’’ 

Entertainipg such views, Frank Blair 
eculd no longer tina room in 
the Democratic pariy. With his distingulshed 
father and = his brother, Mootgomery, he 
upandoned: the friends of his ebildbood and 
allied himself withthe free-so.! party, to 
become at once Its Jeader in Missouri. 

It ismy purpose, sofar as L can in these 
remarks, to identify myself with the mind of 
Blair and to depres the motives influencing it, 
not to give expression to my Own ideas or 
sentiments. 

Pe foresaw the war years before it occurred, 
ard the wer he weil knew could only result in 
the destruction of slaverv. Oneof his friends 
relates that, riding with him to Jetlerson 
Barracks,in 1856, he exclaimed, ‘‘i{n ten years 
there wij! not be a slave in the United States.’ 

When the war iisally broke out it found 
him acting with the Republican party, which 
hid absorbed Free-soilism. At that noment 
there can be no doubt that the great majority 
of the people of Missuuril were opposed to se- 
cession. A convention presided over by Gen. 
Sterling Price had unequivovally declared ia 
favorofthe Union. But at thattime Missou- 
ri, incommon with other border en- 
teltained the fallacious idea that by a policy 
of armed neutrality on their part the impend- 
ing conflict between North and South migut 
be averted. Preparations for war were there- 
fore begun; a@& cemp Was formed near St. 
Louis, known as Carp Jackson, where the 
fluy of the Union floated over some six hun- 
dived miiitia, about halfof whom, perbaps, 
were afterward identified with the Unton 
cause. Blair realized that the die was cast. 
an appealto arms inevitabdle,and thit Missouri 
wouid befereed tothrow ber lot with one 
side or the other. 

The State administration was known to be 
secession. If it were permitted tostrike the 
trst biow Missouri would be lost to the Union 
and thcfeontrol of the Mississippi pass into the 
hands of the Confederates. With his :ccus- 
tomed boldness and decision of character he 
determined that the tirst blow shouid 
he struck for and nos aginst 
ithe Union. As early as February, 1861, he se- 
cretliy enrolled a full regiment of votuncteers, 


States, 
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ihe nucleus of the force afterwards known as 
the **‘home guarads.”? In May he had tive rezi- 
ments formed,and in May he determined that 
luis plan was ripefor execution. Ilona command 
of the afenal was Capt. Lyon, a man who 
might have served as a model for one of Crom- 
wel/’s Jronsides. Prompt, bold, energetic, 
with but scant knowledge of the law, and car- 
ing less for its subtleties, he seemed an iastru- 
ment ready mace to the nand of Blair. He en- 
tered heartiiy intothe plans of the latter, and 
; romist d his active co-operation. On May 1), 
Capi. Lyon, with a hundred regulars, and 
Biair, atthe head of nis volunteers, marched 
from the arsenal, andina few hours Camp 
Jackson andits material of war, of no great 
value. was deliveredinto their bands without 
resistance, and Missouri Was preserved to the 
Union. 

In order that we may form a rroper con- 
ception of the cool and calculating and yet 
Impetuous and Courageous uuture of Blair, 
We must recollect that these measures were of 
a purelv revolutionary character, his ‘*home 
were mere voluniary organizations, 
ubpawiborized by any | State or Federal. 
He was seif-coromissioned, and he marched 
Toliowers,.a molbin the eves of the law, 

against men Who were In the peace of the 
United States and their own Commonweaith; 
against a camp over which floated the same 
‘flag that his columns bore at their front. This 
Vioient act can find no lega! justification, but 
Blair soucht nosuco support. tHe felt that he 
was thrown into a revolutionary emergency, 
whence only revolutionary measures could 
extricute him and achieve a victory for the 
cause advocated. It has been generally 
conceded, whatever may be the judgment up- 
on the means employed in this instance, that 
the result was of the greatest moment, and, 
without detracting at ali from the eminent 
services of Lyon,it may be fairly claimed that 
to Bisir more than any other man belongs 
the credit of having retained in the Uniun the 
State of Missouri, With its important city cf 
St. Louis, the commercial center of the West, 
afterwards so valuable as a base of supplies to 
the army ofthe Mississippi. 

Before the attack upon Camp Jackson was 
decided upon a meeting of the principal lead- 
ers of the home guards was held, anc to them 
kiank Blair communicated bis plan of opers- 
tion. ‘dhey were almost ubanimously opposed 
to his views as unwarranted by law, however 
necessary in fact: but with tbat strength of 
mind and magnetic iutluence whica rarely fail- 
ed to carry with him the timid and the hes- 
itating, Blair overrode all objections. 

It is natura] to suppose that the years pass- 
cd in familiar intercourse with such decided 
ond arbitrary minds as those of Jackson and 
Benton were not without effect in forming the 
cheracter of the subjectof my remarks. It is 
not my intention to give a detailed account of 
Gen. Blair’s military career during the Jate 
civil war; indeed it gives me no pleasure to 
recurtothat melancholy period of our his- 
iory. I have always considered it 
the highest evidence of the mag- 
panimity and wisdom of Rome that all monu- 
ments commemorative of viciories wonincivil 
strife were required to be constructed 1n 
wood, whose perishable nature should not 
cutlive the generation that reared them, and 
if we propose now to erect a memorial of 
Blair, it is not to preserve the recollection of 
his feats of arms further than these bear wit- 
nessto the qualities of cool courage and ar- 
dent devotion to principle, of which, to the 
credit of American valor and integrity of pur- 
pose, brilliant examples were not wanting on 
either side in the late unhappy civil strife. 

Itisenough to say that Frank Blair was 
not and did not pretend to 
be a great general, but as a bri- 
gade, division, and corps commander 

e distinguished himself for gallantry and 
sagacity on many a hard-fought field. At 
Chickasaw Bayou, Arkansas Post and Vicks- 
burg he earned and _ received the public 
thanks of both Grant and Sherman. At 
Chattanooga,Lookout Mountain and Mission- 
ary Ridge he added to the honors he had al- 
ready won. On the march tothe sea his pa- 
tience, promptness and- persistence contribu- 
ted materially to the rapidity of that famous 
movement. With the close of the war 
General Blair returned to the walks of pri- 
vate life. When he doffed his epaulets he 
put aside all the passions, all the animosities, 
which the dreadful contlict had engendered; 
he realized that the Union which he had done 
so much to save, if it were to be worth any- 
thing, must beaunion founded on mutual 
trust and confidence between the recently 
antagonistic sections, a union of equality un- 
der the Constitution, and not of Northern po- 
litical supremacy and _ correlative Southesn 
subjection; a union of love and notof force. 
He realized that the: security of the Union 
was indissolubly connected with the sanctity 
of the Constitution. ; : 

With that keen political vision which had 
stood him in such good stead he saw that if 
the doctrine of secession threatened both the 
Union and the Constitution, on the other 
hand the doctrine of centralization, in sub- 
verting the Constitution, would, if triumph- 
ant,ultimately prove no less fatal to the Union. 
As has been well said by a member of this 
House, the gentleman from Mississippi [Gen. 
Chalmers], there were some who prized the 
Union higher than the Constitution; others 
who placed the Constitution above the Union; 
but Blair loved both the Union and the Con- 
stitution. Having proved his devotion to the 
one in war, he was now ready to proffer the 
same ardent love to the other in peace. 

Nowhere were services suchas his more 
needed, more priceless, than in his adopted 
State of Missouri. He found on bis return 

majority of the people of 
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| that Commonwealth = groaning under the 
odious proseription of the **‘Drake Constitu- 
tion,’’ by which they were totally deprived 
of'any share m the administration of the gov- 
ernment. A test oath was required asa pre- 
requisite to voting, which exacted a specilic 
denial of no less than eighty-six ex post ficto 
provisions, eovericrg every imaginable phase 
of thought or action. 

The distranchised majority were utterly 
powerless; their only hope lay in the mag- 
ianimity af their adversaries. Fortunately for 
them tvis hope was not misplaced, so far.as 
concermed, at least, Frank Blair. At this 
time he was undoubtedly the most prominent 
man in the Republican party. He nad 
earned this distinction in the halls 
of levislation, and confirmed it by 
bis eminent services in fhe field. 
Crowned with tbe laurels of civic and mili- 
tery victories, there Was ho position within 
the gift of bis party that was not within his 
reach; hay, that would not have been thrust 
uz0on him. But he spurned the glittering 
prize which to his mind could only be pur- 
chased by the sacrifice of bis constilutioaal 
principles. His first potitical act after his re- 
turn Was to refuse the test oath at the next 
ersuing election, believing it to be in viola- 
tron of the organic law of the Union. This 
act, cheracterisiic of his bold, uncompromis- 
ing nature, severed his connection with his 
party. For this he was charged with incon- 
sistency; but now, when the lapse of time 
has cooled the passions of his adversaries, 
few impartial judges will reiterate the accu- 
sation. At least if there were any inconsist- 
ency it was of that kind which is amoly re- 
Geemed by the generous, unselfish motives 
prompting it. 

The test oath General Blair regarded asa 
violation of the Constitution in this, that it 
wes a proscription of political opponents for 
opinicn’s sake by depriving them of a valua- 
wie right without due process of law, and with- 
in the terms of the Constitution forbidding 
cy post facto laws aud bills of attainder. He 
eccordingly brought an action against the 
Kegistrar of Elections who refused to inserive 
Lisname. ‘The case was finaily lost by a di- 
vision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, although the decision of the Cum. 
Inings case substantially asseited the priaci- 
pie tor which he contended. Another cau 
ior General Blsir’s abandonment ofthe Re- 
publican party was the intention of the Radi- 
calelement of that organization establish 
negro sulirege. It wasthis class of poli i- 
Cixans Who opposed Mr. Lincoln’s renuomina- 
tion, Whose opposition to nevro suffrage was 
man fested by bis refusal to sanction the 
Wade-Davis bill, by which Con- 
vress assumed the right to reconstruct the so- 
called Confederate States. Mr. Lineoin’s 
proclamation invited the peopie of the South 
to take the oith % allegianee to the United 
States and to reor@njze their State Govern- 
ments. After his death the policy which the 
extremists of his party had relingaished dur- 
ing hislifetime Wes resumed. tlerein was 
anotherreason fer Gen. Blair to return to the 
party in which he had beea born. 

To bim ts large!ty due the re-establishment 
of fiee speech in Missouri, by the bold canvass 
which be mace in Is60, a “@anvass unex- 
ceiled in bitterness before or since the war. 
his jife wes frequentiv endangered by armed 
mebs who surrounded the hustings and sougat 
tointimicate him from the utterance of his 
(pinious. But there never wasa braver maa 
than Frencis Preston Blair. lle was as calm, 
ceol, collected and unvieldirg of purpose be- 
fore the raving mob at Warrensburg as in the 
charge on Vicksthurg orunder the hail-storm of 
buliets Which sweptecver Missionary Ridge. 
When that e:nvass wascompleted the enfrane- 
chitement cf the white people of Missouri was 
but aqucsticn of a short time; freedom of dis- 
cussion, Which his Caring assured, was 
shortly to sweep from the State the last 
retics of a tyranny which could not exist 
in the ligkt of argument and = reason. 
Kleir hustwo claims to the srraticude of his 
countivmen: the one, that he saved Missouri 
tetre Union: the other, that he inaugurated 
the onty policy by which tnat Union can be 
rade perpetual. 

In JS68 the Democracy recoznized his dis- 
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tinguished services by nominating him for the 
Vice- Presidency on the tieset with Sevmour, 
but the seecs of reconciliation he had com- 
menced to sow were net yetto ripen, nor was 
hetosurvive to sce theirfull fruition. In 
S81 he was eiccted to the Senite of the 
United States to fll out the term of 
Charles S. Drake. During his short 
term in the Senate he added to his 
reputation by his steady resistance to the ‘‘en- 
foreement act,” the *‘civil-rignts act,”?? and 
notably the ku-klux act, against which he de- 
livered a powerful speech. About this time 
his health began to fail, and until his death 
he was more or less aninvalid. On April 8, 
isSv5, while holding the office of Superintend- 
entof the Insurance Department ef Missourt, 
be peacefully breathed his last. leaving to his 
children, after a lorg life spent In ofiices of 
the highest trust, no other levacy than a gbain- 
less name andamemory stitil revered = and 
loved by the people of his adopted State. 
Since that time two of bis successors, the la- 
mented Bogy, the genial, gallant, glorious 
Shields, bave joined him among the ‘“‘silent 
majority.’

The modistes who have just returned from 
Paris display the Jersev costume at their 
0 sahnan. Chie is an English fashion remodel- 
ed in Paris. The genuine English Jersey 13 a 
woven raw tilk caement without seanis, and 
must be put on over the head before the hair 
is dressed, as it is only slightly elastic at the 
opening. which finally fits around the neck 
like acollar. The sleeves are woven In, and 
the whole garment clasps the waist and hip3, 
clinging closely to the figure. Worth has im- 
proved this garment by using the wide woven 
stocking net in wool, thread or raw silk, and 
cutting the waist of this, making as few seams 
as possiable, though adding darts if the full- 
ness of the figure requires them, and lacing 
the garment in the back. The costumes import 
ed are of navy blue and bieck stocking net for 
the Jersey waist, with a camel’s-hair skirt of 
the same célor sewed tothe hips, and formed 
entirely of flat pleatings in two or three rows, 
or else in one row, like the regular kilt.
